Genstar presents case 
“St. Albert people benef 


Mike Rogers of Genstar Ltd. appeared 
before council Monday at his request to 
‘address himself to some questions raised 
by council recently while discussing a 
westerly bypass’’ adding ‘‘I also see four 
new faces since the last time I was here."’ 

Several points were cleared up in 
the discussion. The MLA originated the 
west bypass plan, Mr. Rogers told council, 
and then he brought it to us to see if we 
would assist. But Genstar initiated the 
condition that if we gave land for 
right-of-way and roadway, we would do so 
only if our northwest annexation goes 
through. After seeing the Edmonton 
Journal Tuesday, Mr. Rogers telephoned 

~the Gazette. He confirmed that the 
statement quoted in this paragraph was 
‘‘exactly what I said at council meeting 


Monday.”’ 

Mr. Rogers told council that prior to 
getting into the development field he had 
worked as a municipal planner and as an 
administrator for municipalities such as 
Red Deer, Edmonton and Calgary. 

Mr. Rogers passed to council members 
some pieces of information showing that 
““we are a Canadian Company with 43 
percent Canadian-owned stock, a head 
office in this country, we do 85 percent of 
our work in this country, and in Alberta 
alone we employ three and one-half 
thousand people.’’ The annual statement 


given to council was tom 
Rogers. Based on 1977.\ass@t their return 
on net assets was 8.3 percent an@’return 
sales was 6.9 percent. 

Lot prices charged by Genstar were also 
mentioned, which Mr. Rogers compared 
with those charged by Edmonton. In Castle 
Downs Genstar shares $23,000 per lot as of 
January, 1978, in their Clairview de- 
velopment the cost is $20,500, and in Fort 
Saskatchewan, $18,000. This compares 
with $29,750 that Edmonton is charging in 
Mill Woods, said Mr. Rogers, adding that 
his firm has not serviced lots in St. Albert

since 1976, so he could not provide average 
cost-figures for St. Albert. He noted that 
Genst@r serves 25 independent builders 
with/lots, in addition to Engineered 
es, their own builder. Alderman Smith 
dered what he was ‘'Getting into’’ and 
t. Rogers replied that there was some 
confusion over the name change from 
B.A.C.M. to Genstar, and ‘‘while I covered 
some of these topics for former members, 
some new members might not be aware of 
this information provided. 

{[Genstar are applying to annex 1900 
acres to the northwest of St. Albert which 
would eventually add a further 24,000 
population in the area bounded by 
Highway 2 on the east, Villeneuve Road on 
the north, the west by-pass if built, on the 
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The relaxation of lot 
widths to a standard below 
the city minimum in the 
proposed Woodlands Carma 
development was a point of 
some debate at Monday 
night's regular meeting of 
council.

This 
clause was recommended on 
the advice of the Grimble 
Transportation Group, a tr- 
ansportation consulting firm 
which feels that the con- 
struction of further resi- 
dential areas will overly 
burden roads leading to

Council douses fire agreement 


City council Monday night 
threw cold water on the 
agreement by which St. 
Albert provides fire protec- 
tion to the Municipal District 
of Sturgeon. The difficulties 
arose when aldermen found 
deficiencies in the pricing 
formula set out in the 
agreement. 

Under the formula, the 
MD this year would pay St. 
Albert approximately $59,- 
000 for fire protection. This 
figure is derived from avera- 
ging the cost of fire 
protection in the MD for the 


past three years. 

However, Ald. Margaret 
Smith pointed out that the 
figures for 1977 would be an 
inaccurate reflection of costs 
to St. Albert, as the city 
provided no fire protection 
for half the year. This 
situation resulted when the 
old fire agreement expired. 
At that time the city of St. 
Albert wished to change the 
agreement in a manner 
which would split the fire 
protection costs 50-50 with 
the MD. The ensuing debate 
and negotiations resulted in 


a six-month lapse in service 
to the MD. Ald. Breadner 
agreed with Ald. Smith’s 
contention that the money 
involved in the discrepancy 
was of sufficient importance 
to justify a delay in signing 
the agreement, 

Mayor Ronald Harvey 
disagreed, saying that it was 
important the agreement be 
signed as soon as possible. 

Ald. Rod Throndson mov- 
ed that the agreement be 
referred to staff for a report 
on the financial implications. 
The motion carried. 


March pleased with “79

St. Albert's Superinten- 
dent of Recreation and 
Culture Bernie March says 
he thinks the announcement 
that St. Albert has been 
given the 1979. Alberta 
Summer Games is ‘‘pretty 
exciting.”’

SET PRECEDENT? 


The whole question of lot 
width relaxation disturbed 
Ald. Margaret Smith. Mrs. 
Smith expressed misgivings 
as to the precedent the 
relaxation would set for other 
developers. She pointed out 
that this relaxation did not 
apply to just one instance, 
but to a portion of a multiple 
density area. She said the 
reduction of lot widths would 
not make any difference in 
the cost of housing. 

Ald. Breadner expressed 
some reservations about the 
housing mix planned for the 
development, comparing the 
percentage of multiple fam- 
ily, single family semi-det- 
ached and single family 
detached to the standards set 
out in the General Plan. 
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“It seems to me we're 
leaning on the more dense 
side,’’ said Mr. Breadner. 

Ald. Bakker pointed out 
that a change in the lot sizes 
would only result in 19 more 
lots, and didn't mean that 
the city had suddenly opted 
for high density. 

The motion to approve the 
relaxations carried narrowly, 
with Ald. Smith, Shields and 
Breadner opposing.

Red Deer used its money 
for an all weather track when 
it hosted the Games. 

Mr. March said: ‘‘Our 
research has indicated that 
the ‘‘legacy’’ has generally 
looked after the administra- 
tive cost of the games and 
has not provided the funds 
for additional facilities."" 

He estimated that about 
1300 athletes had taken part 
in the Red Deer Games over 
a three day period. 

St. Albert will be hosting 
the games August 3, 4 and S 
next year. 

Mr. March said the St. 
Albert Games Society will be 
sitting down with the Alberta 
Games Council to see what 
specific sports will be held in 
St. Albert. It is expected that 
18 or 20 different sports will 
be represented in the 
Games. 

On the question of acc- 
ommodation, Mr. March 
said: ‘We feel we could put 
together an athlete's village 
using our schools. Adults 
and officials will stay at the 
St. Albert Inn, the retreat 
house and Griesbach Barr- 
acks."’ 

Mr. March also told the 
Gazette that the city was 
looking into the possibility of 
developing a camper’s vill- 
age behind St. Albert High. 

Games events will be held 
on a number of sites in St. 
Albert which lend them- 
selves to that kind of 
activity. 

Recreation, Parks and 
Wildlife Minister Al ‘*Boom- 
er’’ Adair says that if there is 
a deficit of, for example, 
$8-$10,000 for the summer 
games, St. Albert would 
receive first call on the 
$50,000, with the balance 
going to the city for facility 
use.

Gas policy pains council 


A change in the rates 
charged for natural gas was 
responsible for some pained 
expressions on the faces of 
council members at Monday 
night’s meeting. The infor- 
mation that put the damper 
on council's spirits was 
contained in a letter from 
Northwestern Utilities, an- 
nouncing they were consid- 
ering a proposal which would 
make rates for natural gas 
uniform across the province. 

Ald. Margaret Smith mo- 
ved receipt of the letter, but 
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said she made the motion to 
receive ‘‘not with any enthu- 
siasm."’ Mrs. Smith pointed 
out that the bulk of the 
population lies in the areas 
which would suffer a rate 
hike as a result of the policy. 

St. Albert has the opp- 
ortunity to oppose the rate 
hike, but City Manager Bob 
Byron pointed out that if 
larger centres do not oppose 
the: proposal, then it would 
be difficult for St. Albert to 
do. So far, 28 municipalities 
have supported the new 
policy, while only six have 


opposed it. Mrs. Smith com- 
mented that such a policy 
would mean that residents of 
St. Albert could ‘‘end up 
subsidizing centres with a 
larger tax base."’ 

Ald. Barty Breadner sug- 
gested the city ‘‘could spend 
a few hundred dollars"’ to 
study the matter and moved 
that staff ask consultants to 
look at the gas company's 
proposal. St. Albert will have 
to move quickly, however, as 
the hearing on the matter 
reconvened Monday.

Throndson urges hospital 
board to fight government 


The Sturgeon General Hospital Board 
threw down the gauntlet at the provincial 
government this week when it expressed 
dissatisfaction at government 6.5 percent 
budget guidelines and decided not to close 
a floor at the hospital this summer. 

**All we are doing is falling into the 
hands of the provincial government ... I say 
to hell with them, fight them and prove 
we've got the growth factor,"’ said trustee 
member Rod Throndson at the board 
meeting April 26. 


ROD THRONDSON 


The board spent alot of time checking 
graphs showing slack and busy times on 
the Sturgeon General's fourth floor and it 
was strange how the board finally decided 
that the floor should remain open this 
summer. That will be from May to 
September. 

Hospital Trustee Liesbeth Bakker made 
a motion to close the fourth floor, thus 
countering the drift of the discussion 
towards leaving the floor open and with the 
odd proviso, “under the provision that | 
may vole against my own motion.” 

Before that motion was defeated, trustee 
Clay Crozier said he could support closure 
for this year because of government 
restraints, ‘but impress on the govern- 
ment we are in a fast growing area.” 


Throndson said: ‘‘Till we have 
instructions from the provincial govern- 
ment, | do not think we should close it.’* 

After the motion was carried to the effect 
the fourth floor remain open, Chairman of 
the Board Bill Flynn said the hospital ‘‘will 
stay open.” 

However Mr. Crozier next put forward a 
motion that the board follow provincial 
guidelines ‘and not create a deficit for this 
year. 

“IL do not want to sit on a board that 
deliberately runs up a deficit,’* said Mr. 
Crozier. Mr. Crozier’s motion was carried. 

Another motion from the board that the 
administration prepare an appeal to the 
provincial government for an increased 
budget was also carried. 

Other points in the discussion on 
budgetary matters, growth and fourth floor 
closure came from trustee member Roger 
Blackburn. He pointed out that 400 lots are 
being opened up in Morinville this year. 
He also said earlier, ‘This looks like a 
quick easy way of saving $50,000 (closing 
the fourth floor) ... Lam basically opposed 
to closing the floor.” 

Chairman Flynn took a more light- 
hearted view at one point and said, ‘if we 
run a deficit we'll have to close for six 
months or longer.” 

He also said in the discussion, ‘*The area 
we serve is on the increase and it will come 
to a time when the hospital will not hold it 


Trustee Sheila Cooper expressed con- 
cern that the closure of the fourth floor 
might affect the hospital's bid for 
expansion. 

Chief of Staff Dr. Ed Tworek said closure 
of the floor would mean an increase in the 
danger of cross-infection and adult patients 
being placed with children, He pointed out 
that St. Albert patients deserved a better 
standard of health care than that. 

Twenty-four surgical and 16 pediatric 
beds would have been affected if the fourth 
floor had been closed this summer. 

lt had been a regular thing to close the 
floor since 1975.

was adamant in her reply 
that no such agreement had 
been arrived at, and that the 
recommendations had con- 
cerned themselves strictly 
with leasing.

More than 2,000 years ago 
Aristotle, the Greek phil- 
osopher, said that the size of 
a community is the range of a 
man's voice. The local 
community illustrated by this 
idea is still a very important 
one in creating feelings of 
belonging and as a base for 
our own culture. But with 
space satellite TV and global 


communications and jet tra- 
vel we now have, even by 
Aristotle's definition, a glo- 
bal community. 

The human family is an 
ancient religious concept. It 
is now, however, politically 
and technologically possible. 
The nation-state framework 
and the pre-Atomic Age 
structure of the United Na- 


tions does, however, restrain 
and constricts us from 
finding global solutions to 
problems of security and the 
terrible gap between out- 
rageous poverty and suffi- 
ciency.

$ one billion per day or

total answer. We are a 
mosaic of cultures - sharing a 
finite planet.

west and the Sturgeon River to the south. 
Development would take place over a 
1S-year period and would follow St. 
Albert's General Plan growth rate of eight 
percent - or 2000 population, per year. The 
expansion was agreed to in April of 1971 by 
the then town council and MD Sturgeon, to 
proceed on a neighbourhood by neigh- 
bourhood basis. In April of 1974 Genstar 
asked city council for permission to develop 
the next neighbourhood (north of Lacombe 
Park) which was tabled for a study done in 
June, and which produced a plan of 
identical boundaries to Genstar’s North- 
west Sector plan. The council changed in 
1974 and nothing has happened in the 
northwest sector since.] 

He then turned his attention to the 
westerly by-pass proposal as presented by 
MLA Jamison in March, and questions 
asked by aldermen about offers of land for 
the by-pass. Referring to the agreement 
between Genstar and the Rouault families 
(the two major land owners in the 
Northwest Sector Plan) Mr. Rogers said 
the agreement contained the total 
understanding between Andre and Ray 
Rouault and their wives and Genstar. The 
Rouaults would convey their lands (41.5 
acres) needed for right-of-way and 
construction, to Genstar at the nominal 
cost of $3000 per acre, and *‘we would 
convey the 70 acres needed from our lands, 
plus the Rouault land to the province at no 
cost. We told the Provincial Government 
that,’’ said Mr. Rogers. 

The offer from Rouaults, Mr. Rogers 
said is effecjive for one year from 
December 31, 1977 - and would only apply 
with the Northwest annexation going 
through - from both their point of view and 
ours."* 

In connection with this agreement 
Alderman Ayotte asked if negotiations had 
been going on between Genstar and the 
Provincial Government, and Mr. Rogers 
replied ‘‘yes .., we made the offer last 
November.”’ ‘Is there any commitment 
from the Province?’’ asked Alderman 
Ayotte, and Mr, Rogers replied ‘‘not that I 
know of.’’ And the owners would sell to the 
government or to us. 

‘Operating under the assumption of a 
west by-pass,’’ said Alderman Shields, 
*‘could it link to the river road?'’ ‘‘We have 
a study filed with the former mayor,’’ said 
Mr. Rogers, ‘‘stating that we would pay for 
all internal servicing costs - which is not 
normal practice for developers. And we 
would provide connection such as 
McKenney, say to Highway 2 - which is 
standard practice for us."* 

In reply to Alderman Ayotte, Mr. Rogers 
said that the northwest annexation was 
presently in at the Local Authorities Board. 

To Alderman Ayotte’s question on 
planning Mr. Rogers said it would be the 
same as for Lacombe Park - three houses 
per gross acre, with a contribution of 
$1,000 per lot toward recreation and other 
amenity costs, with open space exceeding 
requirements, saving ravines as parks. The 
105 acres given for roadway would be in 
addition to normal dedication. ‘‘Really’’ 
Mr. Rogers said ‘‘the annexation has been 
lost since the General Plan went through 
this council. Hearings ended last Septem- 
ber, and we would have expected to have 
heard from LAB by this time."’ 


CHANGES IN LAB STATUS 


It would appear, he added that LAB is 
now an advisory board to the Alberta 
cabinet - ‘‘this influenced me to ask if I 
could meet with you, present some facts 
and ask for favourable consideration." 

To your question could we hold back any 
development until a west by-pass is in - if 
there is to be one - I honestly say no, We 
would look to one neighbourhood moving 
forward and we have oversizing services in 
one existing neighbourhood. ‘‘There is 
going to be growth to the northwest of 
Edmonton whether in Edmonton or 
Morinville - even Beaumont is growing at 
about 200 lots per year. There is a shortage 
of lots Mr. Rogers said, and I feel there 
should be one neighbourhood at least 
approved, as submitted to council in 1974, 

He also noted that schools in the area 
were assumed by the school boards, to 
which Alderman Shields asked ‘*Do the 
school boards support your annexation?”’ 
No, said Mr. Rogers, but their administra- 
tions foresaw further growth in this area 
when they were planning future schools. 
Children he said are now being bused to 
the Cuts school, because of no growth in 
this sector. 

Alderman Breadner asked about the 
implications if the west by-pass is in or out 
of our boundaries, regarding maintenance. 
“If designated a highway it would be 100 
percent funded,”’ said Mr. Rogers. If it was 
funded two-thirds by the province and 
one-third by the city, we would agree to 
assist that financing - not by a direct 
grant. 

Replying to Alderman Breadner, Mr. 
Rogers said his firm had advised the 
Province last November that they would 
convey their lands for the by-pass at no 
cost, to which Alderman Breadner said that 
Mr. Horner did not mention it in the 
House. 

Replying to Alderman Bakker on the 

McKenney extension, Mr. Rogers said the 
road is paved to south of the lake, and at 
that point there would have to be a rail 
crossing, which would be some years away. 
If the railway sees other crossings closed, 
he added, they would agree to substitute 
crossings. 

He told Alderman Shields that the firm 
would use either an east or west by-pass to 
move coal from Starkey mine, and said the 
west by-pass was not conditional to the 
annexation, ‘‘But we obviously would not 
offer the land for an extension of a road 
which would be of no use to us,”’ 

Alderman Shields said he could see the 
advantages to Genstar if the by-pass was 
built and had no quarrel with the firm’s 
planning, but the main benefit would be to 
Genstar, and his reaction to the idea was 
‘‘negative.’’ ‘I don’t want to sound 
belligerent, but I’m an elected alderman 
and St. Albert residents have clearly stated 
they don’t want northwest development at 
this time. From your earlier remarks | 
could almost imagine the plebiscite doesn’t 
concern you. That gives me great concern - 
all the benefits are to Genstar - none are for 
St. Albert! 

To which Mr. Rogers made three points: 
First we did not originate the presentation 
on the by-pass, which was by MLA 
Jamison; second we are offering only land 
within our property, and third - it is 
obviously to our benefit or we would not 

make the offer which would however,

produce a solution for the area. 

I would also like to point out that tax 
assessment for new areas is always greater 
than for older areas. Inland Cement would 
use either a west or east by-pass to 
transport coal. 

Alderman Shields asked Mr. Rogers if 
he would support St. Albert and MD 
Sturgeon in their bid for an east by-pass. 

At the Local Authorities Board hearings, 
said Mr. Roger, we took the stand and 
pulled the tape off the map which showed 
the west by-pass. Then we showed that 
there has to be a four or six lane west 
by-pass REGARDLESS. I've indicated how 
we will share the costs. 


WILL NEVER SEE EAST BY-PASS’ 


**And,"' said Mr. Rogers, ‘‘I have gone 
on record at the MD council that I, 
personally, don’t believe we will EVER 
SEE AN EAST BY-PASS!"" 

In 1972 Edmonton had us reserve land 
for widening on 127th Street. Since they 
have told us to use the land - to the south is 
one and one-half miles of post war housing 
- a tremendous cost to acquire. So 
Edmonton cannot support it - it is just not 
practical! 

Alderman Smith thought that Genstar's 
plans for resolving rush hour traffic in 
Castle Downs might be of help to St. 

» Albert. But Mr. Rogers pointed out that 
Edmonton has put’its eggs into the rapid 
transit basket, and plan to.run rapid transit 
to Castle Downs, up the railway, across 113 
street and then to St, Albert. St. Albert has 
the poorest priority, said Alderman Smith. 
She asked if the coal trucks could use #794 
road west of Big Lake, to which Mr. Rogers 
said he couldn't speak further. 

[The extra distance would be 14 miles.] 

Alderman Smith also enquired about the 
use of the $1,000 per lot levy for recreation 
purposes, 

The $1,000 was in 1976 dollars, said Mr. 
Rogers and is now $1,092 dollars. It is 
exclusive of the initial stage of the water 
reservoir - which is needed as of NOW. We 
suggested that $625,000 be paid initially - 
as soon as the next neighbourhood is 
approved, The $1,092-levy is for 
neighbourhood facilities - community hall, 
district facilities such as pool and arena, 
and contribution to policing, fire hall and 
new city hall. 

**How does the $1,000 levy cover all 
that?’ asked Alderman Smith. 

**We went through all those things, and 
they added to $1,092 per lot said Mr. 
Rogers, or a total payment of 8.5 million 
dollars. The purpose of our study was to 
get a handle, because we can't make a 
commitment as requested by the former 
mayor, and particularly with changes in 
council, without a handle. New home- 
owners are taxed double as it is - so we had 
to study the situation to get a handle on it. 

‘There is no suggestion that the road 
dedication will take away from those 
amenities at all!’’ said Mr. Rogers. 


MLA ORIGINATED BY-PASS PLAN 


Alderman Smith asked ‘‘did you 
originate the west by-pass plan?"’ 
No,said Mr. Rogers. Your MLA has 
been trying to get a road for years, He 
came to us and asked us how we could 
assist on a west by-pass. 
But - WE initiated the resp 


onse that 


annexation would be a condition of our 
contribution to the west by-pass cost. 

“Was it the change of Cabinet versus 
LAB that prompted you to come to us?” 
asked Alderman Smith. Mr. Rogers replied 
that he came because there were questions 
he could answer for council, and that the 
situation has changed and the city can now 
make representation directly to the pro- 
vincial government. ‘'Cabinet is now in a 
position to VARY the position of LAB."’ 

We paid thousands of dollars for LAB 
hearings and now you tell us we must pay 
more to lobby the Cabinet? said Alderman 
Smith. 

No, said Mr, Rogers, there is no need for 
lawyers to go before the Cabinet. 

Alderman Bakker thought there is an 
indication that the government is moving 
away from building roads - we might not 
get a west or east by-pass. ‘‘l am aware’ 
said Mr. Rogers that St. Albert has 
contributed to bus costs. We could not 
argue if funds for the northwest sector 
were used that way."* 

Alderman Throndson asked if the 
Starkey mine would not be closer to 
Highway 2. Mr. Rogers replied that 
Genstar met with the MD a year and a half 
ago and the point was made that the most 
direct route is to the east - no question. 

‘*But if that route is not available in 
whole or in part, then a roadway to the 
west - without the hills in St. Albert - 
without the lights through St. Albert, 
would be faster. Traffic balances out said 
Mr. Rogers - people will go whichever way 
is easier. 

Turning to Alderman Shields, Mr. 
Rogers said *'! do not disregard plebiscites 
- [have been on the other side as I told you 
- but plebiscites are like motherhood. If you 
ask ‘‘Do you want a park?"’ the answer will 
be yes. Ask do you want your city to grow? 
- people will say no, Plebiscites should be 
for the guidance of council. 

Alderman Shields asked *'Do you relate 
the plebiscite reaction to a bonafide 
General Plan as ratified by E.R.P.C.?"’ The 
plan. cost thousands of dollars and a lot of 
time. 

A plan is most important replied Mr. 
Rogers - but it is a living document which 
changes with time and needs. Ex-mayor 
Plain said at LAB that the General Plan 
was to last only five years and could be 
changed as need arose. 

If a plan is based on an east by-pass 
which is not approved - and if you have a 
west by-pass possible - then that seems to 
be a VERY SIGNIFICANT CHANGE, 
replied Mr. Rogers. 

Alderman Ayotte could not agree at all 
with Alderman Shields who said Genstar 
was the main benefactor of a west by-pass. 
Most people here were concerned at , 
election time with improving traffic 
congestion, he said. 

“The easterly by-pass is a DEAD 
ISSUE,’’ added Alderman Ayotte, with 
regard to Edmonton and other people. We 
have the chance of a west by-pass which 
helps St. Albert. The main benefactor is 
the people of St. Albert who will not have 
to put up with trucks through their city."’ 

“*Not only that’’ said Mr. Rogers - 
Morinville growth will also be coming 
through St. Albert. , 

Mr. Ayotte and Mayor Harvey thanked 
Mr. Rogers for coming. ‘‘You have helped 
clear up things for me,"’ said Alderman 
Ayotte.

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EWAD - An attempt to humanize education 


Education With a Difference is not new 
to North America, or Alberta, butitisa 
new arrival at the Paul Kane High School 
in St. Albert. 

Heading up the course of EWAD 20 as it 
is known is Social Studies specialist Fred 
Schoenrock, along with 23 grade 11 


students. 

About 50 years ago, perhaps education 
deserved the stereotyped image of wooden 
desks and bleak decor, with a strict teacher 
in control of students who were only 
anxious to hit the streets with the four 
o'clock bell. 

EWALD is one of those courses which 
make you realize just how much the 
approach towards education has changed 
over the past half century. 

Some of Mr. Schoenrock’s class will in 
the very near future be running their own 
version of the United Nations, to see better 
how that organization works. 

Seventeen year old student Ken Jaques 
says some of the class will be doing their 
re-enactment of the United Nations this 
week, preparing things for the country they 
represent. The country they have chosen is 
Uganda, the controversial stamping 
ground of dictator Idi Amin. 

The main aim of the EWAD course is to 
develop in the students a commitment to 
furthering their ability to think for 
themselves. They can do this by taking part 
in the world at large rather than being 
cooped up interminably in a classroom, 

Mr. Schoenrock said his students went to 
the march on the Alberta Legislature when 
university students were protesting high 
tuition fees, with the prospect of them

getting higher. 

Students also took in a performance of 
Clarence Darrow at the Northern Light 
Theatre recently, then came back and 
wrote up their impressions and inter- 
pretations of it. The play is about the 
‘‘Monkey Trials’’ of the 1920's in America 


after Darrow taught his then controversial 
theory of evolution, that we all may have 
derived from monkeys. 

The EWAD class has also had a visit 
from the Food Commission. They regularly 
visit community organizations to clue up on 
the local scene. 

Mr. Schoenrock says the course began 
February 1 and he and the students spent a 
month on ‘human interaction, to set up the 
foundations for self-commitment.”’ 

Another feature of the course is that as 
well as combining Social Studies it 
integrates with English 23. The class uses 
a medium known as the ‘‘Public 
Message,’’ its own newspaper or news- 
letter, where students’ written work of a 
high calibre gets a chance to be putin 
print. 

So in terms of the program, the student 
chooses what to write about, says Mr. 
Schoenrock; they are not given topics, they 
can pick them themselves. Essays returned 


are corrected for spelling, grammar and 
punctuation, 

While the program falls within the total 
framework of the Alberta Curriculum, it 
finds room to breathe becaust of the 
freedom it gives to the individual student. 

As Mr. Schoenrock puts it, the course is 
student centred with a real attempt to 
democratise the classroom, as well as 
humanize education. ‘‘The student oper- 
ates the program, they are the decision 
makers,’ says Mr. Schoenrock. 

“You cannot force them to learn, as a 
teacher it is my job to stimulate self 
motivation.’’ 

Mr. Schoenrock also said, ‘‘You can 
either look at teaching kids specific skills or 
we teach them to think and to learn and to 
be decision makers and to be responsible 
for their time."’ 

He adds, ‘‘Regardless of what occupa-

tion they go into later - they are better able 
to cope and change the situation they will 
be in.”’ 

Mr. Schoenrock says for the most part 
the students like the course. 

**On the whole the vast majority are 
committed to the program and what they 
are trying to do." 

Sixteen year old EWAD student Sheila 
McGregor told the Gazette, ‘We get a lot 
of practical experience in going out and 
seeing how everything is done instead of 
sitting in a classroom,”’ 

“You can get really into it when you are 
right there ... Wow, I was there! ... and I 


heard them screaming and singing and all 
that."’ 

She said that parents’ reaction to the 
course had been favourable but added that 
some of them did not like it, ‘‘because they 
think you are not going to learn anything.”

As the pro- 
vince and its needs -have 
grown, she said, the role of 
the nurse has expanded too. 
Nurses, in uniform and out of 
uniform, are working in a 
wide variety of areas. Some 
are conducting clinical re- 
search, Others are providing 
counselling and preventive 
health care through com- 
munity clinics, Still others 
are making ‘‘house’’ calls to 
shut-ins and elderly people. 
The isolated rural health 
clinic, occupational and in- 
dustrial health care, rehabil- 
itation nursing, nursing edu- 
cation and administration are 
all areas requiring the 
specialized education of the 
professional nurse. Working 
in the belief that ‘‘to know is 
to appreciate,’ the A.A.R.N. 
will seek to inform the people 
of Alberta - those- who 
receive health care and those 
who would like to administer 
health care - all about 
services provided in their 
day-to-day lives by exper- 
ienced, qualified profess- 
ional nurses and about the 


new and developing educat- 
ional programs for the aspir- 
ing nurse. Advertising, in- 
formation brochures, inter- 
views and special projects 
throughout the province will 
be utilized throughout The 
Year of the Nurse to acc- 
omplish these objectives.

Association of Canada's test 
of microwave ovens indicate 
that if these appliances are 
not correctly maintained, 
unsafe levels of microwave 
leakage could result.

While full play is given to the sensuality 
of Violet, (she really does come on with 
some precocity,) I have to think what girl 
does not around the age of 12 or even 
before come on with some awareness of her 
own sexual power,

residential for the trailer 
park. 
At the time that Mr. 
Mason was making the 
presentation, armed with 
glossy brochures, pretty mo- 
dels, and pictures, it looked 
as ifthe MD might have gone 
for the project.

But as the vote suggested, 
it didn't. 

As Mr. Mason and his 
delegation left the MD 
Chambers, Councillor Hu- 
bert Lamoureux was heard to 
say, ‘‘It's all we needed.” 

Just before the yote was 
taken, Councillor Clay Cro- 
vier said, ‘I disagree with 
the concept of putting that 
many people there in the first 
place.” 

Councillor Lamoureux po- 
inted out the trailer park 
proposal would have had to 
vo toa public hearing and 
would not have stood much 
chance of getting beyond_ 
that. ‘They're (the people) 
fed up with trailer parks right 
up to their heads right now, | 
realize it's a different con- 
cept, but....7" 

The concept was different. 
The developer pointed out 
the trailer park would have 
catered to lower income 
families, with prices for 
homes in the $40,000 
$60,000 range. 

Exact size of the park was 


94.7 acres with homes on SO 
x 100 foot lots. The park 
would have been paved and 
well lit with a central 13 acre 
area for recreation, A swim- 
ming pool was in the design, 
heated and filtered. There 
would have been provision 
for an MD public works shop 
for storage of snow removal 
equipment, as well as a fire 
hall in the MD's ownership. 

The developer also pointed 
out that the park would have 
leased land for such facilities 
as a drug store, laundry and 
confectionary, and at the 
most could have cut the 
development by 30 lots. 

One of the biggest carrots 
offered to the MD by Mr. 
Mason was a $500 per lot 
dedication amounting to 
$250,000 for school founda- 
tlon purposes, 

But) Mr. Mason was 
stopped in his tracks a bit 
when Reeve of the MD Bill 
Flynn reminded him there 
would also have to be 
payment of $500 a lot in 
offsite costs,

Legal man awarded 


honorary degree 


University of Alberta Ch- 
ancellor Ronald Dalby has 
conferred thousands of de- 
grees during his four-year 
term which expires June 30. 

Perhaps the presentation 
he will remember best is one 
which will occur early in June 
in Legal. Mr. Dalby and 
members of the university's 
academic community will 
travel to the Alberta village 
to award an Honorary Doctor 
of Laws degree to Georges 
Bugnet. 

lt is the first time in the 
70-year history of the univer- 
sity that such a ceremony has 
taken place outside Edmon- 
ton. 

Mr. Bugnet is 99 years old 
and lives in a senior citizens 
home in Legal which is about 
48 kilometres north of Ed- 
monton. 

He is being awarded the 
honorary degree in recog- 
nition of his accomplish- 
ments in the fields of 
literature and botany. Mr. 
Bugnet is perhaps best 
known for his development of 
the Therese Bugnet rose. 

He was born in France and 
came to Alberta in 1905 at 
the age of 26. Long interes- 
ted in botany, he began to 
develop hybrids which could 
thrive in Alberta's climate. 

His work encompassed pine 
trees, plum and cherry trees. 

He is the author of the 
novels Nipsya and La Foret, 
both of which have been 
translated into English. A 
volume of poetry which was 
published in 1938 has re- 
cently been reprinted. 


In 1970 the French Consul 
in Edmonton, M. Marcel 
Ollivier, presented Mr. Bug- 
net with the French Che- 


valier.dans l’Ordre des 
Palmes Academiques for his 
literary work,

The Royal Canadian Le- 
gion membership totals over 
a half million in nerly 1,900 
branches throughout Canada 
and U.S.A. 

Legion menibers contin- 
ually strive to improve 
pension, medical and other 
forms of service to their 
former comrades-in-arms, 
and their widows. Each year 
over $1 million flows to 
veterans and their depend- 
ents through the efforts of 
trained service officers of the 
Legion in service bureaus 
and branches. 

Some of the major en- 
deavours of the Legion since 
World War 11 have been in 
the field of community ser- 
vice for example: 

Legion branches own or 
support senior citizen hous- 
ing units valued at over $60 
million; 

_ Legion branch buildings or 
halls, are worth approxi- 
mately $200 million; 

Over 900 branches give 
student bursaries and scho- 
larships for continued ed- 
ucation; 

The Legion sponsors 5,400 
separate youth groups. It is 
the largest single sponsor of 
scouting in Canada - over 300 
troops - and sponsors more 
hockey teams and leagues 
than any other one organ- 
ization - over 800 branches 
sponsor hockey; 

Largest participation sport 
in the Legion is curling, in 
which over 900 branches 
actively take part. In addition 
darts, golf, cribbage and 
whist are actively sponsored 
sports among Legion mem- 
bers; 

Ladies Auxiliaries to the 
Legion boost almost 100,000 
niembers, and contribute 
over $2 million a year to 
Legion projects.
